.  Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

During  the  year  twelve  premises  have  been  treated  with 
“  Zaldecide  ”  for  the  eradication  of  Bed  Bugs.  One  very  bad 
case  required  several  applications  and  the  complete  stripping  of 
wood  fittings  in  bedrooms  before  eradication  was  completed. 

Other  premises  known  to  have  been  previously  infested  have 
been  kept,  under  observation.
